For the Proposed Experi­ 
mental Station. 
Mr. 
Hayter’s Bill 


That Wise county will be a candi­ 
date forone of the agricultural experi­ 
mental stations to be authorized bv 
the legislature is emphasized here by 
some leading members of the Commer­ 
cial Club, who have carefully followed 
the progress of the respective bills in 
both houses, and who think that Wise 
county can set up a justifiable claim 
for one of the institutions 
At one of 
the club’s regular meetings, soon to 
occur, appropriate resolutions will be 
adopted, setting forth the county’s 
claims and presenting the inducements 
which this section has to offer. Sen­ 
h o r Hayter of this district has already 
secured favorable action in the senate 
on a measure planting one of the 
stations in the Thirty-first District, 
composed of Denton, Wise and Mon­ 
tague counties, and it is this station 
for which Wise county will be a 
claimant. Denton county, it is be­ 
lieved, can be induced to waive her 
claim in favor of Wise since in all the 
favors which she has received from 
the state, Wise county has contributed 
a helping hand. It was Senator C. V. 
Terrell, now county judge of Wise 
county, who introduced and success­ 
fully championed the bill which estab­ 
lished the State Normal school in the 
town of Denton, and for this service 
alone Wise county will righteously 
expect the assistance of Denton in es­ 
tablishing her right to one of the ex­ 
perimental stations. 
Wise County Claims 
Denton. Tex., March 22.—The Deca-1 
lur dispatch in the News this morning 
in regard to Wise county’s claims for 
the establishment of the experiment 
station in the Thirty-first District was 
read with considerable local interest 
and with favor among many. The 
fact that Wise has helped Denton in 
a number of instances in the past for 
state favors is appreciated here and 
would likely tend to throw Denton 
county’s influence to that county. It 
is pointed out, however, that the house 
committee amended 
the experiment 
stations bill, providing thatoneshould 
be located in Central West Texas, one 
in the Panhandle, one in the rice dis­ 
trict, and the fourth in one of a num 
ber of black land counties, in which 
Denton county is included but Wise 
is not. 
Senator Hayter’s bill, as fin­ 
ally passed in the senate, provided 
that one of the four should be in the 
Thirty-first District. 
It remains to be ; 
seen, therefore, which bill gets final I 
passage and becomes a law; the Hay - 1 
ter senate bill or the house committee 
amendments to the several experiment 
station bills. 


M r. H a y te r’s Bill 
A bill to be entitled. 
An act to pro­ 
vide for the establishment of an agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station to be lo­ 
cated in the Thirty-first Senatorial 
district, composed of Denton, Mon­ 
tague, and Wise counties and making 
the necessary appropriation therefore, 
and declaring an emergency. 
Be it enacted by the legislature of 
the stale of Texas: 
Section I. The board of directors 
of the Agricultural arid Mechanical 
College of Texas are hereby authorized 
and directed to establish and maintain, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
^ this act,' an Agricultural Experiment 
Station for the purpose of connoting 
agricultural and horticultural research 
similar to the work being done at the 
other Agricultural Experiment Stat­ 
ions now established and maintained 
in this state, at some point to he sel­ 
ected by them in the Thirty-first Sen­ 
atorial district composed of Denton, 
Montague and Wise counties. 
Sec. 2. After this act shall take ef­ 
fect, said board of directors shall im­ 
mediately select and acquire a suitable 
location in said counties for such ex­ 
periment stations, which shall be con­ 
veyed to the State of Texas without 
cost to the state, the establishment and 
maintenance of such experiment stat­ 
ions under the terms of this act to be 
contingent upon such donation of a 
proper site therefore. 
Sec. 2. There is hereby appropri­ 
ated out of any money in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated 
for the support of the State govern­ 
ment, the sum of $10,000, to be used 
upon the order of said Board of Di­ 
rectors in the erection of the necessary 
buildings for, and the proper equip­ 
ment of said Agricultural Experiment 
Stations. Said Agricultural Stations, 
shall be hereafter maintained under 
the direction and supervision of said 
Board of Directors, the expense of 
such maintenance to be provided by 
appropriation for that purpose by the 
Legislature of this state and from the 
M • aet proceeds of the sale of all dairy 
and other products of such station. 
Sec 4. The fact that there is no 
Agricultural Experiment Station now 
located in that section of the state in 
which the stations provided for is pro­ 
posed to be located, and the great 


need of such stations creates an emer 
gency and 
an 
imperative 
public 
necessity that the constitutional rule 
requiring bills to be read on three 
several days in each house be suspend 
ed and this act take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

Employee Eighteenth Legislature and 
Signs Oklahoma Constitution. 
Austin, March 25.—Miss Margaret 
D. Claiborne of Austin, a senate ste­ 
nographer, tendered 
her resignation 
to the president of the senate. 
The privileges of the floor of the sen­ 
ate were extended to Hon. W. A. Led­ 
better of Oklahoma, one of the signers 
of that state’s constitution, who was an 
employe of the Eighteenth legislature. 
He made a pleasing address. 
Senator Greer had passed a bill pro­ 
viding for an experimental station in 
the Thirty-second representative dis­ 
trict. 
Senators Hume and Masterson in­ 
troduced three bills in the senate, on 
which both 
are 
agreed, concerning 
criminal district court in Harris and 
Galveston 
counties. 
The 
first bill 
changes and fixes the terms of hold­ 
ing criminal district court in the two 
counties. The second bill provides for 
the election by the qualified electors 
of said district, and the third provides 
for the appointment by the district at­ 
torney of an assistant district attor­ 
ney.

Proposed Full Rendition Amend* 
ment Defeated. 
Austin, March 24.—House proceed 
tngs Tuesday were decidedly lively. 
First came the resolution condemning 
filibustering which, after a long de­ 
bate, was adopted, 
tion by Mr. Reedy 
Kennedy's letter of 
the journal came up. 
had talked in favor of it and Mr. Hill, 
getting ihto the debate, had 
shown 
his opposition, Mr. Gaines took the 
floor and spoke against it. 
While he 
was speaking Mr. Reedy expressed a 
desire to withdraw the resolution, hav­ 
ing learned that Mr. Kennedy was ab­ 
sent because of illness, but Mr. Gaines 
would not permit this to be done until 
he had finished his speech, it will be 
remembered that Mr. Gaines and Mr 
Hill were the authors of the resolution 
calling upon Mr. Kennedy to resign 
the speakership. 
Consideration of these two resolu­ 
tions occupied practically ail the morn­ 
ing session, and the full rendition law 
was on the boards from start to finish 
of the afternoon session, the finish 
coming late at that. 
Th-* resolution condemning* filibus­ 
tering was pip through as the result 
of a caucus, said to have been attended 
by eighty members, who pledged them­ 
selves irrespective of alignment on the 
various bills’to bring the same up for 
consideration 
without 
delay. 
Mr. 
Gaines is the leader of ibis organiza­ 
tion. 
He says thai it represents all 
shades of opinion as to the various 
bills, but will stick together upon the 
proposition that all shall receive con­ 
sideration. 
In the vote on the full rendition bill 
the various units which are opposed 
to the venue provisions of the full ren­ 
dition bill, the saloon regulating bill 
and the land suit bill, stood together, 
and it is now believed they will de­ 
feat all such provisions.
